Their arms include Bren, German 
and American machine-guns — the 
lntter including some = good Lewis 
guns captured from the Jupanese— 
rifies, including some pretty old wea- 
pons and some indifferently-made 
guns made in Japan, and a lorge 
quantity of hand-grenades, of 2 
German-make similar to the Mills 
bomb. 

The only thing they really disike 
is alr-raids, for Chungshan hus little 
antl-alrcraft defence, Shekki, the 
“capital city” of Chungshan is 
undefended and contains few alr- 
raid dugouts.. The “air vald alarm 
signals” consist of centurles-old tem- 
ple gongs at strategic street-corners 
and the harsh clanging of these Is 
the signal for everyone to get out of 
the streets and down on the ground 
floor. . 

The populuce is no longer scared 


of alr-raids, and there is no panic,|, 


even when bombs drop fairly close, 
Strangely cnough, most of the build- 
Ings hit seem to have been restaur- 
ants! 


REGULAR STRAFING 
Nearly all villages in Chungshan 
have becn bombed at one time or an- 
other, while at odd intervals shells 
come whistling over from Japanese 
warships which apparently aimed at 
nothing in particular, but are possi- 
bly intended to shatter the nervo of 
the people. If that is so, the shell- 
ing ly a waste of good moncy, ' 
Although the Japanese have fre- 
quently attacked Chungshan, thelr 
attncks so far have been repelled. 


The British and French

General Cheung told the “Sunday 
Herald” of a Japanese landing on a 
beach near Wangmoon. They met 
with n het reception, and had to 
withdraw to Cone Island, leaving a 
number of dead and u quantity of 
equipment behind them.

True, the Shekki hospital — run 
very clficiently by three German re-

The driver of the “bus” keeps o 
vigilant eye open, however, and im- 
medintely an acroplane fs sighted 
everyone gets out and hides In the 
fields until the pesky thing has done 
its worst and flown off,

ON SCHEDULE 

Accordingg to sehedule, each 
should have taken exactly an hour

All hills in the vicinity of Kongmoon are now 
guarded by. Japanese pill-boxes armed with 
“machine-guris and light field pieces, and. the 
rumble of heavy guns and the rat-a-tat--tat of 
machine-guns is heard constantly, usually in 
the early morning, showing that the guerillas 


are still very active. 


For the past ten days or so, all foreigners have 
been virtually prisoners in their respective 
compounds. The bund in front of the Custom 
House is barred with barbed-wire entangle- 
ments, and the Commissioner and his staff do 
not dare leave the premises. 


Occasionally some of the Chinese 
venture out, but they report difficul- 
tles with the sentries. A Chinese 
of the district living in Pakhai 
found himself cut off when the ferry 
trom Kongmoon was machine-gun- 
ned, for reasons known only to the 
Jupunese. He had to wait for over 
two houra and finally had to pay the 
ferry-mun a dollor before that 
worthy would risk a second attempt. 


MAIL CENSORED 
All out-going mail—both foreign 
and Chineso—ix censured, but this 
is coming out through channels not 
subject to the engle eye of that on- 
noying person, the Japunese censor. 
The Japanese have told forelgners 
here that they are not to try and 
lenve, as they may be “shot by bad 
Chinese !n good clothes.” This re- 
‘fers to the guerillas, who are horas- 
sing the Japanese considerably. 
There ars rumours that the 
Japanese Intend to withdraw 
from Kongmoon In the’ not too 
distant future, and . as a result 
local puppete are “scared atiff,”’ 
Thole heads would: not remuin 
attached to thelr bodiea very 
long after the Japanose toft. 


SUPER-CAUTION 

Thanks to the guerillas, the Japun- 
ese behave very cautiously—extra- 
ordinarily ‘so, at times, Tho othor 
day, as forelgners watched, a num- 
ber of them scouted around a hole 
in the ground which they seemed to 
think was o trench, 

They spotted what seamed to 
be a gun, and with groat caution, 
four of five of thom crept slow:

They awake tlred and unrefreshed. 
Every year thousands join this un-_ 
happy band who dread the approach 
of nightfall. 

One hundred years ngo nine was 
considered a late hour, and oven in 
the gayest society few kept awake 
Inter than cleven. To-day millions 
do not start living till ten, and even 
the oldest people sit up Ustening to 
tho late news bullctins, We pay for 
every benefit in some way, and in- 
somnia 1s the price of progress. 

Sleep 1s a function which © still 
partly baMfies science, It is ubso- 
lutely necessary for the avernge per- 
son, though there are cases of people 
who have. not slept for years, We 
call them “freaks,"" because shocks 
and {illnesses have robbed ‘them of 
this-preclous gift. But that docs not 
explain why they continue to live on

EIGHT HOURS 

The average healthy person slecps 
for eight hours of the twenty-four.

Thousands, mostly women, are ree 
duced to nervous wrecks through 
lack of steep, and dread that in time 
they will lose thelr reason. But stich 
fears are Yroundless, for science has 
not yet recorded a single case of in- 
sanity caused through Inck of sleep 
alone... 

Those who slumber at will seem to 
disagree about the perlod of asleep 
necessary, “The majority favours 
eight hours. Trainers of athletes in- 
varlably prescribe ten, especially 2 
short while before some event in 
which an Immense output of energy 
is needed.

- 1940-The Centenary Of Stamps 


LTHOUGH the history of 

paid postage can be traced back to 

the 17th century, adhesive postage 

stamps did not apear In England un- 

til 1840, and so 1940 celebrates the 
centenary of the stamp. 

Lying between the pages of an old 
book, or hidden in.a plle of papers 
{hat you might burn any day, you 
may possibly have stamps for which 
philatelists would pay you the price 
of a gold watch, a motor car, or even 
a yacht. In odd, forgotten corners, 
there are fortuncs in stamps, for- 
tunes that may never be claimed. 

Faults make some stamps rare and 
therefore valuable to collectors; but

In due 
course, he became Comte de Villoyer. 


England issued adhesive postage 
stamps in 1840. -These bore a pore 
trait of Queen Victorla. A private 
ap- 
peared in New York in 1842, 9nd 
stamps were Issued by the U.S. Gov- 
ernment in July 1847. Geneva's first 
stamp was divisible—only half’ of it 
was necessary for local delivery. 


By the 'S0s, the adhesive postage- 
stamp was proving its practical 
worth all over the world, and in that 
decade the hobby of stampscollecting 
sprang ‘Into being. 


A catalogue of 1862 lists 1,200 
different stamps; one of 1664 twice 
as many.

No analysis of the character of u 
gentleman fs more often quoted than 
nn elaborate paragraph by Cardinal 
Newman, which  neverthelesa 1s 
fundumentally wrong. For Newman 
nupposes thut the foundation of the 
gentleman's character Js pride, and 
that he acts throughout for effect— 
to seem rather than to be, As a Kood 
Cathollc he prefers a dishonest Irish 
beggarwoman, “who is chaste and 
foes to mass.” 

There are, of course, muny grent 
gentlemen in the Roman Church— 
nt least among those who have been 
born and herd as Catholics; but the 
ideals are different. The combination 
of strength and gentleness, and the 
stipreme obligation to be just and 
play the game, are not 60 often met 
with under the Roman obedience,

Our author thinks that the ideal of 
a gentleman is a product of. Chris- 
tionity. Certainly it is not ensy to 
find examples outside our religion. 
Queen Victoria said that if she met 
David in heaven she would not re- 
cognise him; and surely, by our stan- 
dards, the man after God's own heart 
was one of the champion cads of his- 
tory.

From this point Rideout gradually 
dropped right away, and Pell, run- 
ning beautifully, hung on to Stanis- 
zewski along the back stretch, puss- 
Ing him eusily in the final run-in, to 
win by twelve yards, thus avenging 
the Injured Wooderson's defeat In 
America, . 

RIDEOUT PUZZLED 

There was still some bovlng when 
the race was over, and Rideout, louk- 
ing nervous and upset, went pacing 
about the track with his team-mates 
sympathising with him, until he met 
Pell, and shook hands with him. 

“t don't know what the ‘crowd 
were booing about,” Rideout said to 
a reporter. “I know | was boxed 
{n,-and was forced to come out ver, 
wide on the bend, I've got no kic 
agalnst anybody. 1 lost the race be- 
cause I was not in my best form. Peli 
deserved to win.”. 

Mr. Guy Stollenwerck, the Amerl- 
can team manager, suid he thought 
that the incident had nothing at all 
to do with the result. Cox confirm- 
ed that be was thrown out of his 
stride by Rideout, but he also made 
Hight of the affair.

by only elght yards, and himself re- 
turned 14. 0.8 secs., which was also 
better than Macki’s week-end re- 
cord.
